Windfall Becomes 
Lifesaver For 
Teachers, Sports

The massive. layoff of Andover teachers 
has been averted for at least a year, 
thanks to an unexpected, one-time finan- 
cial ‘““windfall’’ from another part of the 
school budget 

Seventeen instead of 41 teachers will be 
let go because of Prop. 2¥-inspired budget 
reductions. 

The ‘‘good news’’ also applies to a num- 
ber of varsity and lifetime sports, two 
instrumental teachers, the building pro- 
gram coordinator and other people and 
programs that were expected to fall vic- 
tim to cuts. 

The surprise benefactor is the debt serv- 
ice account, which won't be needing all of 
the funds allocated to it next year as the 
“cost of money’’ borrowed for the school 
building project. 

Town officials have decided not to go out 
to bid on bonds for the project until next 
fiscal year, which begins in July. Nearly 
$800,000, therefore, won't be spent in 1981- 
82 for the two interest payments and one 
principal payment originally scheduled, 
and can bé°used elsewhere in the school 
budget 

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark recom- 
mended to the school committee last week 
that about half of the sum be used in the 
regular operating budget to offset damag- 
ing effects of Prop. 2%, and that the other 
half be used for energy conservation and 
other maintenance and one-time projects 
that will save the schools money down the 
road when they may need it more. 

Clark warned, however, that this is a 
one-year assist, and that it merely delays 
cuts that will likely have to be made next 
year 
" Because of the additional monies, the 
schools will be able to maintain a more 
respectable 25:1 pupil teacher ratio this 
year instead of the 28:1 they had been 
considering 

A total of 12 elementary classroom tea- 
cher and five specialist positions will be 
cut, plus eight secondary teaching posi- 
tions. But eight of those elementary teach- 
ers would have been dropped anyway on 
account of declining enrollments, so the 
net charged to budget reductions is 17 

The other four classroom teachers and 
five Specialists will be cut-because of the 
closing of Shawsheen School, Kenneth R. 
Seifert said Tuesday night. Some five to 
seven of those teachers, as well as four of 


the specialists, will be accounted for by | 


attrition anyway. he said 
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The school committee eliminated eight 
secondary teaching positions by doing 
away with the extra planning time allowed 
for team teachers the junior highs 
Seifert said all of the secondary teachers 
who will be cut are from the ranks of the 
non-tenured, and some of them may leave 
through attrition also 

Committeeman Richard Neal was quick 
to note that the teacher cuts had been 
dropped from 41 to 17 ‘‘due primarily to® 
the fact that the bonds were not issued. 

“Next year at this time,”’ he said, 
“we're going to be in a drastic situation.”’

Also dropped will be the transportation 
for 7th and 10th grade orientations, the 
special Ist grade program that allows 
them shorter days for the first two weeks 
of school, and the door-to-door kincergart- 
en service, and the bus stops will be cen- 
tralized so youngsters will have to walk 
further to get on the bus in the first place. 

Kindergarten youngsters, according to 
the plan, will ride one way with the older 
youngsters, and will be dropped or picked 
up at their stops at the other end of their 
school day

ice, so such a young child would not have 
to be at a bus stop alone if there were no 
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other kindergarten youngsters in the

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Bonding Plans Provide Schools A Cushion 


If town officials agree to stretch out 
repayment of the debt the town will incur 
to renovate its secondary schools, the 
school department may be able to add 
thousands of dollars to its fiscal 1982 bud- 
get and give the schools a cushion 
against Proposition 2% next year 

How comfortable that cushion will be is 
up to the school committee 

Last fall, the town manager and school 
superintendent assumed that the $11.72 
million school building project would be 
funded with 10-year bonds at an eight 
percent interest rate, issued by June 30 
Last year’s town meeting authorized the 
sale of bonds to fund the three-part pro- 
ject 


Now, however, it appears that 15-year 
bonds may be issued, and ai a lower inter- 
est rate than anticipated, seven and one- 
half percent. The additional five years on 
the issue means smaller principal and 
interest payments each year, with a $405, 
000 difference the first year — dollars that 
could be added to the school budget now in 
the works. 

And officials are now confident that the 
town will be able to obtain the lower inter- 
est rate, since bids on bond anticipation 
notes sold last month came in at around 
seven percent. (The low bidder was Es- 
sexbank of Peabody, at approximately six 
and one-half percent.) The number of bid- 
ders for those notes and Andover’s contin- 
uing industrial development should also 
help keep the interest rates down 

What's more, it is now certain that the 
bond issue will not be sold before the end 
of the fiscal year, according to Town Man- 
ager Jared S.A. Clark. Instead, the issue is 
tentatively scheduled to be awarded by 
July 15. That will mean only one interest 
payment due on the bonds during fiscal 
year ‘82, rather than two, for an estimated 
savings of $800,000. 


*» But Clark is recommending that the 
school committee add only $405,000 to its 
estimate of funds available for the fiscal 
‘82 budget, along with whatever funds may 
be raised through implementing user fees 
and charges. 

The schools should take advantage of the 
unexpected Savings, he said, but to in- 
crease school expenses too generously 
might only lead to deeper budget cuts in 
the future, if 2% continues unamended. 

“It is both fiscally prudent and proper 
that the schools utilize some of the dollars 
that will not be expended on debt service 
this year, as a hedge against what is going 
to happen next year if 2% centinues,”’ the 
manager said. ‘But the school committee 
is going to have to exercise some 
judgment as to how far they're going to 
go

neth R. Seifert originally had agreed to 
seek a 10-year bond issue to fund renova- 
tions and additions at Doherty, to be con- 
verted into a junior high, West Junior High 
and Andover High. They based the fiscal 
‘82 school budget on that assumption 

But the selectmen have indicated that 
they may prefer to stretch the bond pay- 
ments over 15 or 20-year issues. When the 
town seeks bids on the bonds, therefore — 
now tentatively scheduled for June 15 — 
officials will request bids for 10, 15, and 20- 
year issues 

The manager and superintendent rea 
soned that the town might be able to ob- 
tain lower interest rates on the shorter 
issue, Clark said. They also believed it 
would be to the town’s advantage to pay 
off the debt as quickly as possible, partic- 
ularly since other high-cost projects are 
on the horizon, such as a new Riverina 
Road pumping station 

But selectmen have pointed out that 
because the schools will serve towns- 
people for many years to come, current 
residents should not have to bear the full 
burden of repayment, Clark added. ‘Per- 
haps we should let future residents help 
bear the cost. It's a question of 
judgment.” 

Clark -has therefore settled on a 15-year 
issue aS a ‘“‘compromise’’ as well as a 
‘reasonable assumption at this point in 
time,’ he reported in a recent memo to 
the selectmen and school committee 

Why shouldn't the school committee add 
the full estimated savings of $800,000 to 
the fiscal ‘82 budget? 

For one thing, the estimated savings can 
not be guaranteed, the manager em- 
phasized: ‘The problem is, we are trying 
to hit a moving target.’’ The length of the 
bond issues, the interest rates — and what 
the legislature will do with 2 — are all 
still in doubt 

If the school committee decides to add 
too much of the anticipated savings to the 
budget, they could be putting the schools 
in ‘double jeopardy’, Clark said, because 
if 2% continues in its present form, they 
will only have to cut all the more in fiscal 
‘83. 

But it would also be wrong not to use 
some of the savings, he said: that would 
‘force the schools to cut more from the 
budget than in fact may be warranted. 
Some of the budget cuts under discussion 
would be quite devastating. This money 
can give the schools another year to plan 
and implement 2'2."" 

The best way to use the funds, the man- 
ager indicated, would be on one-time ex- 
penses, such as moving the school 


administrative offices after the Stowe and 
Jackson schools are demolished as part of 
the building program. But those choices, 
he added, are up to the school committee

In any case, the schools should be able to 
save $400,000 worth of programs that 
would have been cut otherwise, Clark said 
‘It would be unconscionable, a year from 
now, to say we didn't have to lay off as 
many people, because we hoarded this 
money and put it into free cash."’

‘‘We will not have cut the school budget 
beyond the bone.”’ he pointed out

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Schools To Reopen Before Labor Day 


Andover will break with tradition next 
fall and open the schools before Labor 
Day 

The school committee Tuesday night 
voted a calendar for 1981-82 that includes 
‘“‘minor’’ changes from the usual, but will 
also keep youngsters from going to school 
so late into the summer 

Because Labor Day falls late this year 
— on Monday, Sept. 7 — starting after that 
date would mean school could not close 
until June 29, 1982, or even on into July if 
more than four snow days are needed. 

The winning calendar, which was pro- 
posed by the teachers through the Andover 
Education Association, drew unanimous 
support of the committee after a motion 
by John. Eaton for an after-Labor Day 
opening had failed 1-4. 

The committee also passed over other 
calendar options presented by the superin- 
tendent last week. Among their various 
features were four-day weeks in January, 
February and March, longer Christmas 
breaks, and a two-week break in March 
instead of the ‘‘traditional’’ weeks off in 
February and April 

School will begin for students this year 
on Thursday, Sept. 3, after teachers have | 
had two days to prepare 

The ‘‘traditional’’ week and a half at 
Christmas is intact, as well as the single 
vacation weeks in February and April 

Taking into consideration the 180 school 
days required by state law, and the four 
built-in snow days, school could close for 
students on Tuesday, June 23, 1982 

There will be three-day weekends over 
Labor Day (Sept. 7), Columbus Day (Oct 
12), Easter (Good Friday off April 9) and 
Memorial Day (May 31), plus a four-day 
weekend in January which takes in Martin 
Luther King Day, Friday, Jan. 15, and an 
inservice teaching/energy conservation 
day Thursday, Jan. 14 

Christmas vacation will begin at the end 
of the day on Wednesday, Dec. 23, with 
schogls reopening Monday, Jan. 4. Winter 
vacation will begin at the end of the day 
Friday, Feb. 12, and the April week on 
Friday, April 16 

Pupils will also have off Veteran's Day 
Wednesday, Nov. 11. Washington's Birth 
day and Patriots’ Day, as usual, will fall 
within vacation weeks 

Eaton said he had only received three 
calls from parents about the calendar, and 
all three were concerned because they had 
already made plans for the week before 
Labor Day. In fact. he said. he had made 
plans for that week himself

Day Care A Part Of Center 


Fourth in a series of five‘articles out- 
lining the proposed “West Parish 
Church total care center, ‘The Living 
Center 


T.L.C. II, The Living Center—learning, 
loving, living—campus proposed by West 
Parish Church, will-include a retirement 
center, Hospice, family resource center, 
day care program and. university 
relationship. In the past three weeks arti 
cles have dealt with the retirement cen 
ter, Hospice and family resource center 
that are planned for the Reservation Road 
project. This week's article will discuss 
the day care program 

West Parish Church is currently the 
focal point for three very successful chil 
dren's programs. The West Parish Nurs- 
ery School is in its 22nd year of.operation 
It is a non-profit, semi cooperative nurs- 
ery school open to children in their pre- 
kindergarten year. The central purpose of 
this nursery school is to promote a 
healthy, independant attitude about one- 
self and readiness for kindergarten. This 
school is incorporated separately from the 
church 

The LLL pre-school, sponsored by West 
Parish Church, provides for two, three and 
four year olds in two separate programs 
The philosophy of the LLL pre-school is to 
develop self awareness, peer acceptance 
and inter-personal relationships with older 
people 

Etceteya, an after school program for 


elementary aged children, is separately 


incorporated from the church. ETC. pro- 
vides an enrichment program for children 
of working parents and, like the pre-school 
programs, is a non-profit organization 

At T.L.C. III the day care center will 
encompass such programs as outlined 
above and will expand to provide all day 
care for youngsters of working parents. A 
major and unique focus of the day care 


program will be the opportunity for inter 
age relationships between the children in 
these programs and volunteers from the 
retirement center. In today’s transient 
society children are often separated fron 
their grandparents by many miles and 
both are deprived of the mutual nurturing 
that inter-generational relationships can 
provide. Within T.L.( Il] these 
relationships will flourish 

At the proposed T.L.C. III campus, ex 
tending from the West Parish Church 
buildings at the corner of Shawsheen and

However desperately Andover officials, 
along with their counterparts in Wilming- 
ton and Tewksbury, may want a Route 93 
interchange in Lowell Junction, a River 
Road interchange looks more “‘doable’’ to

Town Manager Jared S.A. Clark deliv- 
ered that message to the selectmen Mon- 
day night after an informal meeting with 
Commissioner Amidon of the Massachu-

Works study on improving access to 1-93 
determined that a new $5,700,000 Lowell 
Junction interchange would be its second 
priority — good news to Andover and its

Top priority went to upgrading the 1-95 
Route 1281-93 interchange in Woburn at an 
estimated $26,520,000 

But local officials have recently been 
chasing rumors that River Road has snuck 
up past Lowell Junction on the state's list 
creating some concern among the select 
men. Clark spoke with the state commis 
Sioner this week, during a meeting 
arranged with the help of Representative 
Gerry Cohen, to get a clearer understand 
ing of the state's position 

The manager explained that ‘‘the bot- 
tom line, from the state perspective, is 
that they want to undertake doable pro- 
jects.’ Projects that can be accomplished 
obviously have more political value than 
projects that continually run into roadb- 
locks, Clark said 

Amidon indicated that the River Road 
project seems more ‘‘doable’’ because all 
necessary land will be given to the state, 
there are no environmental problems, and 
it is a “political priority,’’ Clark told the 
board. 

Lowell Junction, on the other hand, in- 
volves ‘‘a number of issues that are unre- 
solved, the manager reported: The 
problems include environmental difficul- 
ties, and a lack of agreement among the 
three communities on what they want 
Amidon told him that ‘‘the ball is really in 
your court.”

tions before taking any action. 

Director of Community Development 
and Planning Rhys Kear introduced Arkw- 
right’s request as a fairly routine techni- 
cal matter. The lot is surrounded by four 
others that front on public ways, but be- 
cause it is ‘‘landlocked,"’ the fifth lot ‘‘has 
no legal status,"’ he explained. ‘Legally, it 
doesn't exist.’’Before it can be sold, there- 
fore, the planners must recognize it as a 
subdivision, with its own roadway 


Plans for the five lots were reviewed 
“through all the appropriate town chan- 
nels’’ a year ago, Kear said, but there was 
no subdivision approval because GCA and 
neighboring Intertel were ‘‘in a big hurry 
at the time, and not all the formalities 
were completed.”’ 

The lot met all the planning board's 
standards a year ago, he added, and there 
are only ‘‘a number of outstanding minor 
issues" to be resolved. 

But abutter Michael Konjoian of Chan- 
dler Road told the planners there are 
several ‘‘little nitpicking things that have 
been left undone” at the GCA site that 
“Arkwright should clear up.” 


For example, a portion of the GCA fire 
lane extends two feet onto his land, the 
abutter said, and a ‘‘temporary”’ tele- 
phone pole is still on his property, along 
with ‘‘a couple of incidental things I've 
been waiting more than a year to have 
rectified.” 

Mark Weld of R.M. Bradley Company, 
representing Arkwright, said he was ‘‘not 
aware there was a problem out there. I'd 
be happy to take it to the appropriate 
source to get it rectified. We wil! work on 
it promptly.” 

The planners agreed not to act on the 
request until Konjoian’s complaints were 
corrected 

Other abutters voiced concern over in- 
creased parking and traffic problems that 
building on the lot might create. And there 
was some confusion over a bylaw requir- 
ing a 300-foot buffer zone between the wall 
of an industrial building and the wall of an 
abutting residence. A recent court ruling 
found the law does not apply when a street 
separates the home and industry, because 
they are not then abutting 


The neighbors indicated that, beyond the 
requirements of that law, the developers 
had agreed to additional restrictions years 
ago, when the land was zoned for industri- 
al use 

According to Konjoian and other resi- 
dents, the neighbors were promised a 300- 
foot buffer zone landscaped with trees, so 
that they would be screened from the 
industrial buildings. If the new lot is devel- 
oped, it does not appear they will have that 
buffer 

Chairman Frank McBride said that was 
‘before our time,”’ but promised the Com- 
munity Development and Planning staff 
would investigate the matter. Such special 
restrictions should be recorded in the an- 
nual report on the town meeting. and in 
the registry of deeds.

Elm Square Redesign To Be 
More Extensive, Costly 


After inspecting plans for the upcoming 
Elm Square redesign project, federal offi- 
cials have decided that it is going to be far 
more extensive — and costly — than town 
and state officials had imagined, the town 
manager reported to the selectmen Mon- 
day night 


Plans to improve the traffic flow and 
appearance of the square, in the works for 
the past two years, had called for planing 
and resurfacing Main Street, from the 
Square through the intersection of Chest- 
nut Street. 


But Federal Highway Administration 
officials who surveyed the site two weeks 
ago said the street needs a full depth 
reconstruction instead. Town Manager 
Jared S.A. Clark indicated 

That is ‘‘a very expensive job, in con- 
trast to street planing,” the manager said, 
‘but it should result in a longer-lived sur- 


face of the street.”’ 

The federal government, which is fund- 
ing 75 percent of the project, will pick up 
the cost of the reconstruction, Clark 
added. The state is also funding parts of 
the project. 

The new plan means that townspeople 
can expect to see, from late July through 
late August or early September, “‘an enor- 
mous hole in the center of town,” the 
manager said. Traffic will be diverted 
onto School and Bartlet Streets to avoid 
the three-foot deep excavation, and some 
utility lines may be damaged in the proc- 
ess. 

The entire redesign project is scheduled 
for completion by the end of the summer. 

While it may have a first-class street, 
the spruced-up square will not have new 
plants — at least not at the taxpayers’ 
expense. 

The selectmen Monday night vetoed a 


Schools To Prepare 
For ‘Temporary’ Move 


The school administration is to begin 
preparations for a ‘‘temporary’’ move into 
Shawsheen School, effective at the end of 
the school year in June. 

The school committee directive came 
Tuesday night on the heels of last week's 
decision to shut down Shawsheen for use 
as an elementary school. 

School Committeeman Donald Robb re- 
ported to his colleagues Tuesday night 
that demolition of Jackson and Stowe 
Schools, which house the special needs 
media and administrative offices, is to 
begin July 15 and August 1 respectively. 

Both are to end by September 1 

Robb said they ‘‘assume’’ Jackson will 
take longer because parts of it house the 
distribution system which will be needed 
for heating the converted East Jr. High. 

“Stowe just comes down as quickly as 
possible,"’ he said.

Among 33 articles the selectmen in- 
serted onto the warrant for town meeting 
Monday might is one that would repave 
Andover Street at a cost of $229,120 — 
more than half the money available for 
special articles this year. That article and 
13 others won the board's approval when 
they closed the warrant for 1981 town 
meeting this week 

The board voted to insert 19 articles 
without taking a position on them Monday 
night: They are scheduled to vote on those 
articles at their April 27 meeting 

Those articles include three that would 
allow Digital EquipmentCorp. to build a 
plant on Frontage Road: two that would 
preserve two town farms. one that would 
save three Shattuck Farm buildings near 
West Andover Industrial Tech Park, and 
one that would help build a new water 
main to serve Dundas Avenue residents 

The board also voted not to insert three 
articles, including a $10,000 article to put 
plants in Elm Square. and a $70,000 article 
to acquire a Pearson Street lot for the 
Public Works Department 

The warrant officially closed at 4 p.m 
Tuesday for the annual meeting. which 
will begin May 26 in East Junior High's 
Memorial Auditorjum. During the first 
session voters will consider non-financial 
articles. while discussion of money items 
will begin June | 

The articles inserted this week, along 
with those inserted during previous meet- 
ings. add up to a warrant of 58 articles, 
with requests for 27 private street accep- 
tances 

The money articles inspired more than 
one tug-of-war among the selectmen Mon- 
day night. with some board members 
maintaining that the board should not in- 
sert more articles than they have funds 
for: $400,000 

‘I don’t see the point of even inserting 
articles when you know youre going to 
throw them out later.” said Selectman 
Donn Byrne. “It’s foolish we re spin- 
ning our wheels here 

‘But*Chairman Norma Gammoén.afgued 
* that "some*artittes canld -atwaysbe disap- 
proved or withdrawn later. And the town

manager pointed out that, while articles 
could be withdrawn later, they could not 
be inserted after the warrant is closed 

The Andover Street article was the only 
money article to win the selectmen’s sup- 
port this week. The project would resur 
face the street from Dascorf Road to 
Clark Road under the state's Chapter 90 
program, and the state would eventually 
reimburse the town for its expenses. How- 
ever, those funds would come back tothe 
town ‘‘slowly.”’ the town manager told the 
board 

But the article deserved approval, Town 
Manager Jared S.A. Clark maintained, 
because Ballardvale residents favor it 
‘They ve helped themselves,’ Clark said, 
‘and now we should help them.’ 

Other money articles inserted Monday 
night included a $75,000 article to con- 
struct a new water main along Rattles- 
nake Hil! Road to Dundas Avenue, where 
residents are suffering with rusty well 
water, the manager said. As with the 
Andover Street article. the town would 
eventually be reimbursed in this case 
through betterments. But the town could 


wait as long as ten years to collect the | 


money 

The board also inserted, without approv- 
ing, three Conservation Commission arti- 
cles for preserving open space in town, in 
each case with no specified dollar 
amounts. One article would have the town 
buy the development rights to Turner 
Farm. and another. the development 
rights to Dargoonian Farm. to insure that 
the farms will not be developed 

An article requesting $30,000 for a study 
of the groundwater supply around the 
town’s former landfill was inserted only 
because it was requested by the board of 
health There is no reason to suspect the 
ground water has been contaminated. the 
manager said. but the study would prove 
that conclusively 

Selectman Susan Poore suggested that 
‘this is not the time for this study be- 
cause the town has limited funds for spe-

The parcel does not include the duck 
pond by Argilla Road, a field, a barn and 
White’s home, which he says he has ‘‘tem 
porarily’ taken off the market 

Atty. Larry Mazonson of Malden, rep- 
resenting builder James R. Butler, de 
scribed the 11 proposed houses as ‘‘luxury 
type houses in the higher-price brackets 
that will increase the tax base of the town 
on a very substantial basis, without im-

pacting on town facilities such as the fire 
department, police department, and 
schools 

‘This development,”’ he added, ‘“would 


be compatible with abutting areas, such as 
Rose Glen Drive and the Indian Ridge 
subdivision, and would be a very, very 
handsome addition to thé area.” 

The houses would be similar to those the 
builder constructed at the Smithshire Es 
tates extension, Mazonson indicated 

According to the attorney, the site cur 
rently includes existing water, gas, sewer- 
age and drainage capable of serving the 
new homes. However, the builder plans to 
add a new 15-inch drainage pipe along 
Andover Street, emptying into a brook 
across Argilla Road, to carry all run-off 
from the homes 

The existing drainage pipes are only 12 
inches, and are not adequate for handling 
the increased run-off,,Mazonson said. The 
new pipe would be Quilt entirely on the 
builders property, with easements across 
two of the house lots, as well as part of 
Whité’s property 

Butler told the planners that the land 
would be altered as little as possible: ‘“We 
will take down only those trees that have 
to come down.”’ he explained, ‘‘and the 
smaller trees we will take down and spot 
on the open area. so that it will be as 
balanced as possible.” 

The back portion of two lots at the end of 
the cul-de-sac is under Conservation Com- 
mission protection as wetlands area, Ma- 
zonson said, and would be left unaltered 
‘We have tried to utilize the natural integ- 
rity of the land.” he said

The builder needs planning board appro-

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The Decision 


Andover’s school committee and Shawsheen parents 
are to be commended for their actions of a week ago 
which resulted in the closing of the Shawsheen School 

Closing of a neighborhood school is a far from pleas- 
ant task, but the school committee last week faced its 
responsibility and made the decision. 

As for the parents, they made an impassioned, last- 
minute plea to save their historic building and continue 
it as a part of the town’s educational system. But, when 
the vote was taken and the decision went against their 
hopes, they pledged continued cooperation with the 
school department in maintaining quality education in 
Andover. 

A school was destined to be closed in Andover within a 
year or two due to declining enrollments. With the 
advent of Proposition 2', and the need to curtail expen- 
ditures, the scHool-closing decision was accelerated. 

Closing of a neighborhood school hardly spawns en- 
thusiasm, either on the part of the parents who are 
involved or on the part of school administrators 

But such decisions sometimes have to be made and 
there are more being made this year than ever before 
throughout the Commonwealth. 

Delaying the decision could only have brought more 
difficulties, both in planning for another fiscal year, as 


well as for parents who must anticipate the decision. 

With all of the options weighed in this particular 
matter, and the awareness of having made a similar 
decision with regard to the Doherty School a year ago, 
the present school committee membership decided to 
grasp the issue and resolve it once and for all. 

Parents of youngsters in the South and West schools 
as well as those involved in the traditional program at 
West, had anxious moments as cases were made before 
the committee for retention of their particular building 
or program. . 

Shawsheen parents made some impressive argu- 
ments for retention of theif school along with the 
others. 


But, in the end, it was the school committee which 
was compelled to make the decision. 

When the vote finally closed the Shawsheen at the end 
of the school year in June, the decision was tempered by 
the pledge of continued support from parents of the 
youngsters directly involved. 

Such action is commendable and can only lead to 
continued community support for a quality school sys- 
tem, as was the case a year ago when the school closing 
issue involved the Doherty building

WASHINGTON -: For 
more than eight months, the 
State Department has been 
keeping the lid on an outra- 
geous attack made by the 
Brazilian Navy against an 
American shrimp boat. The 
U.S. vessel was rammed 
repeatedly by a Brazilian 
warship and sunk. A crew- 
man was killed in the inci- 
dent. 

Yet the State Department 
accepted the Brazilian 
government’s version of the 
episode. It was far from the 
truth. The Brazilians 
claimed that the American 
boat was rammed “acciden- 
tally.” They also insisted 
that the missing crewman 
never actually existed. 

The trouble is traced back 
to the Brazilian govern- 
ment’s claim that its territo- 
rial waters extend 200 miles 
out to sea. The United States 
recognizes only three miles 
of territorial waters. 

The Brazilians and the 
United States used to have 
an agreement on the disput- 
ed territorial claims. It stip- 
ulated that American boats 
could carry out shrimping 
operations within 200 miles 
of the Brazilian coast. But 
this agreement was unilater- 

vally canceled when the Bra- 

zilians declared that they 
owned all the ocean within 
200 miles of their coast. 

The result was a Brazilian 
standoff: The United States 
insists its shrimp fishermen 
have a right to operate with- 
in the 200-mile zone; the 
Brazilians insist they don’t. 

Since the agreement 
lapsed several years ago,

Protection Act” of 1971, the 
U.S. government just as 
routinely bails the fisher- 
men out of jail, pays their 
fines and covers any other 
costs of the seizure. 

But the incident involving 
the shrimp boat Caribbean 
Seas last August was 
unprecedented. According to 
our sources, when the Carib- 
bean Seas saw the Brazilian 
Navy: ship bearing down on 
it, the skipper headed 
toward shore. 

The Brazilians claim their 
ship issued a warning by 
megaphone. Two surviving 
members of the American 
boat’s crew say there was 
never any such warning. 
They say the Brazilian cor- 
vette circled the shrimp 
boat and then rammed it in 
the stern. It circled again, 
they say, and rammed it 
again, disabling the shrimp 
boat’s tiller. 

The crew of the American 
boat signaled that it was 
immoblized. But the Brazili- 
an warship circied once 
more and rammed the 
American boat a third time, 
causing it to capsize almost 
immediately. One crewman 
was lost.
